A prominent foreign writer is impressed by the efficiency of 


' war in bringing in a reign of the simple life. 
In commenting 


on the war's effects he shows how conditions have changed 
since the beginning of the conflict. The people are now. get- 
ting along without (he luxuries which before were considered 
indispensable, and they are'doing this-with little or no com- 


.. plaint. When the war was threatened it was predicted lhat'it 


would be of very short duration if it came, as it would so in- 
terfere with the comfortable life of the peoples involved as to 
lead to revolution. 
But the war came, the hardships came 


with "it and, according to this writer, the people have'selfled 
down to the conditions and privations as uncomplainingly as 
though they had never been accustomed to better things. 
They are eating coarse bread without grumbling, no complaint 
is heard of streets insufficiently lighted, railroad trains too 


'. slow-and matters generally not up to dafe. The pdople have 


learned fhat (hey can get along without many things wljjch 
once were considered absolutely necessary, and lheyf are doing 
it without murmuring.' 
i The writer of the article accepts lliis as an evidence that 
war may be a promoter of the simple life" in.ils permanent ef- 
fects, but in (his the chances are that he- is greatly mistaken. 
The case is well illustrated by that of-the United States at the 
time of the Civil war and since. When the country was under 
(he stress and strain of war the people lived in the grealesi 
simplicity and practiced the greatest economy, and this was 
done without complaint. Many families resorted to the use of 
home-made ryecofl'ee, in many households paper torches were 
used to save matches and clothing was worn till it was worn 
out. 
The. simple life prevailed, in earnest, but we all know 


what lias happciie'd since. As'the wealth of (he country has 
increased luxury has been piled upon luxury until the time 
has come when those (o whom luxury is not available are 
thoroughly-discontented and rebellious at heart. 
And so it 


will be in Europe. The war and its terrors and deprivations 
will .'go by in time and as prosperity returns (he simple life, so 
far as it is engendered by the war, will disappear as it did,in 
this country. 


These things simply show Ihc adaptability of the human 


race to condiUbns. 
Men can live (he simple life when neces- 


sary, and they can and will use all the luxuries that nature can 
provide when these are, available. 
And it is all right to do 


both. The present war, great and terrible as il is, will not 
change human nature, and when it is- 
;fe;«de,d (he world will 


move on just as it did before.
